a Revenue Assessor — Mow 
Twain was Thorouglily Sold. 


From th« Buffalo Eipiesa, March IDth. 


The firat notice that wiw taken, of me 


TThen I "settled doirn," recently, was by a 
gentleman who said he vras an ussesaor, 
and connected with tho United States In- 
ternal Revenue Department. I said I had 
never heard oE his branch of business be- 
fore, but I was very glad to face him, all 
the sumo,—would ho sit, domi ? Ho sat 
down. I did not know anything particu- 
lar to say, und yet I felt that people who 
have arrived at the dignity o! keeping 
house muit bo conversational, must be 
easy and sociable in company. So in de- 
fault of anything else to say, I asked him 
U he was opening his shop in our neigh- 
borhood. 


He .said he was. [I did not wish to ap- 


pear ignoran , but I Lad hoped he would 
mention wlmt ho had for sale.]

Manures-will otten contain the seeds of 


weeds «ven when they consist of the pure 
exci-emcut-5 uf animals. The ripe seetU ot 
many weeds are not at all injured bv a 
passage through the iutcbtincs ot the cow, 
the horse or the pig. "We have L-ecn wheat, 
corn and oats prow freely from a heap of 
the cxcrcci' ms of these uniinal^. The di- 
gestive arg.ms oi the bhcep seem to be 
more pow.cri'ul. Tho germinating power 
of some weeds seems to be even improved 
by the action of the intestinal-fluids, just 
as the seeds of the locust germinate more 
freely after hiving been immersed in boil- 
ing: water.

»tuted in a little box in u wana room ; 
s*nd for field cLilture in a hot-bed or grceu 
hou^e. In quite a small bos all the plant* 
any family need may bo growu. A few 
pl;unts well cared for will be worth a great 
. leil more than a large number of ill-grown, 
such as we so often sea crowded to suffoca- 
tion and death in dealer's uot-beds. Such 
long, weakly things can have no valne. 
The little box need be no more ttan two 
feet long, a foot wide, and a few inches 
deep, covered with glass to counteract the 
Jryness of the atmosphere of the room. 
Pitt the box in the sunshine, keep the 
room warm and carefully ventilated. 'Do 
not be in too great haste to germinate the 
teed:?; but once started see thut tha-plant* 
,j«t no check for want of care. 


2'ran#pLa.nting.—When the plants are 


:wo or three inches high they may be put 
a to small pot* tojbe afterwards traiiit- 
phmced into larger ones, or into a hot-bed. 
The transplanting of them at least twice^ 
or even thrc^or four timett, before putting 
tlit-m in the open ground, (which ahouliT 
not 03 done till "all appearance of fro*t is 
t-oue, unless they are protected when nec- 
*-«tary.) wiU hasten" early lipewng. Each 
time, before transplanting, the soil should 
be well watered so that a ball of earth, may 
be- removed with each plant, and this is 
particularly deniable when they are being 
put in the open ground and thus their 
growth will not be checked. During all 
this time let them have »U the light and 
Itesh air that they can stand; use mild 
day*, bat beware of cold and frost.

uniform temperature is desirable, but not 
M> hot as to make the 
plants * jfrow 


too tall and sickly- If convenient, the 
plants, sometime before being sot in the 
Mpen ground, may be put in a.coM frame, 
protecting them afl much as may be ncces- 
earv.
